Stum­ 
bling over the feet of men we cam** to 
an unoccupied corner und sat down in 
the straw. Several candles were burn­ 
ing. 
Grouped around these candles 
were a lot of Tommies, their faces jwilo 
and a frightened lo«*k In their eyes 
Strange to say, the conversation had 
nothing to do with themselves. 
They 
were sympathizing with the poor f«l- 
lows In the front line who were click­ 
ing it. 
I must have dropped off to sleep. 
When I awoke It w as morning, and af­ 
ter drinking our tea and eating our 
br«*ad anil bnc«*n, Atwell nnd I report­ 
ed to brigade headquarters, and were
